■ecretlr or openlr lUtUod Nana Bahib 
aa a deliverer and a true patriot A 
vtlll larger number of white people 
declared blm a fiend. He waa tho fore- 
tnoat figure In the Sepoy Mutiny. Ills 
terrible work ended, be apparently 
vaniibed from the face of the earth. 

Hia name waa not Nana Bablb. That 
waa merely hia title. (His name waa 
Dhundo Punt). Uo waa tho aon of a 
high caato Hindoo aad waa bom about 
1826. When ho wai a babjr ho waa 
adopted by Bhajee Rou, prinoo <tf tho 
Mabarattaa; and In 18S1 ho aueooeded 
hlo adopted father aa prince. Bbajee 
had been lord of wide eatatoa and had 
received a yearly pension of $45o,000 
from the iirltlah government. At hlo 
death the pension waa atopped and 
the govemmoat aoiggd Modi of htl 
land. 

Thla angorod Naa».r Sahib, who had 
hoped to lahartt all of Bhajoo'a wealth. 
He ioat aa agoBt to Bfl aad to urgo 
hia rigbta. But all ho oouM aecure 

from tbe British was permlsalon to 
bold the barren title of prince and to 
rule tbe fortresa town of Uithuor, near 
Cawnpore. 

If Nona felt resentment at this lop- 
plug ufl of hia power he showed no out* 
ward aign of It. He came of a race 
that knew bow to hide Ita foollaga and 
to await tho right flkomoat for ro> 
venge. 

So, Instead of sulking In hia fortroaa 
or Joining In the thouaand foolish, 
hopeloda native plots that were fur- 
ever stirred up against the while men, 
he became as "l!:ngllsh" as he could. 
He spoke the language and tried to 
follow tho cualoma of the British. He 
mingled aa much aa bo waa allowed 
to In Bngllah aocioty at tbo India gar- 
rlaoB towna. Whoa oallow Bagllsb 
jroutha toraod np their noooa at his 
pretenslona or aneered at him as a 
mere native, be bore all such slights 
patiently and redoubled his efforts to 
copy tho \«ay8 of bla white maaters. 
He succeeded. tCvery OBO hoUoVOd 
him devuted to England. 

Then, In 1867, came the Sepoy .Mu- 
tiny. Aloat of England's white revl- 
ments had been aummonud uway from 
India to tho Crimeaa War, leaving the 
country ohlofly garrlaoaed br Sepoy, 
or natlvf troops. Tho rtllgiouB fanatl- 
clam of tboao native soldleri was so 
clevarly worked upon by Nana and 
other secret agents that they rose lu a 
body against the Kngliab. 

Nana, when the mutiny broke out, 
declared himself ready to die In tho 
defense of his Drlilah friends. They 
trusted him absolutely. But as aoon 
aa tbe uprloing ahowed algna of aue- 
ceaa he oaat aaido the maak of loy- 
alty, placed blmaolf at tho head of a 
Sepoy army, aad proooedod to^reak 
horrible vengeanoo (or kli roal orfaa. 
cled wrongs. 

He slew every white niaji, woman or 
chllj that fell Into his hands. Then 
tie mhrclied agalnul the plucky little 
lirltish garrison at Cawnpore. The 
garrison held out aa long ua It could, 
then on Nana'a promiae to apare them 
all and to aenf them to a place of 
safety, tho atanrlaf whlto men at 
length lurrondorod. This wag on June 
27, 1H07. Nana ordWOd the garrlsou 
to march out of the City and to board 
a line of boata awaiting them at tho 
river's edge. No sooner were the boats 
F.noat than by Nuua'a orders the help- 
lea occupanta were fired upon. Nearly 
every one of them was shot or drown- 
ed. Those who reached land alive suf- 
fered tbe worst fate of all. The women 
and ehlldrea had boon horded aepa- 
ratelr l» ra oneloaed apaoo. They 
were now killed and thoir bodloa 
thrown Into a great well. 

Hultlo after battlo Nana fought with 
the white iroopa duiiug the next few 
uiuuths, almost always heing beaten In 
fair fight, but continuing lo maatacre 
any small detachments of English he 
could find. Hia wily brain and heart- 
less cruelty made blm a scourge to tho 
Brltlah untU tho wholo Mutiny waa 
atampadottt 

Then England wreaked fearful von- 
geance on her eruabed foeo. Native 
leaders wore tied to the cannon's 
mouth and blown to pieces. Other cru- 
eltlea were Inflicted that could be part- 
ly excused only when one remember- 
ed that the aveuisers were mad with 
anguish ovor the brutal murdera of 
their wives and children. 

But, while other and lesaor eonaplra- 
tora aufferod pualahmoat, Nana Sahib 
escaped. To thla day ao Bagtlahman 
knowB what boeamo of him, whether 
ho died yean ago or la atlll llTlng In 
luxurloua lafety In some Oriental land.
